Just as Baarent Ten Broek Jr., 18 
years old, and Miss Margaret Rubel- 
mann. 16, seemed near success Monday 
in their i0-dgys’ quest for a marriage 
license, the young man’s ‘mother, Mrs. 
Saarent Ten Broek of 4237 Marylani 
avenue, became ill,in the Meyer Hote: 


‘Yin Ste. Genevieve, where the young po-- 


ple were waiting to go to Chester, III. 
The Chester license clerk had promised 
to grant them a license on the consent 
of one parent for each. 

Mrs. Ten Broek’s iliness began a few 
moments after she had had a long ‘ilis- 
tance telephone conversation with her 
husband in St. Loufs. After this con- 
versation she declared that she had 
changed her mind about consenting to 
the marriage, and that she would not 
give her assent. She said she wanted 
her son to take her home, and it seemed 
likely that he would do so, leaving Miss 
Rubelmann and her mother to go back 
to Sprague Island, near St. Mary’s, the 
recent retreat of the elopers. 

Day’s Development Kaleidoscopic. 

At 2.p. m. it seemed that the plan 
for a trip to Chester on a 4 p. m. 
train was off. But the day’s develop- 
ments in the case had been too kalei- 
doscopic to make anything very cer- 
Those at the hotel who were 
watching the movements Of the elop- 
ers’ party felt that they would need 
to see the young man end his mother 
start for St.. Louis on the 5:44 p. m. 
train, before being sure of his tem- 
porary abandonment of his plans. 


The sudden change in the plans came |. 


less than two hours after the Chester 
license clerk had made an encouraging 
reply sent by one of young Ten Broek's 
friends. ‘The young man leaped and 
clapped his hands when he heard that 
the Chester clerk was willing to grant 
the license on the consent of one par- 
ent each. “To Chester we'll go,’’ he 
exclaimed, for he supposed that his 
mother would be willing to accompany 
him and give the necessary authoriza- 
tion. That was just before his mother 
changed her mind, and was taken sick. 

A physician was called to attend Mrs. 
Ten Broek, and he its said to have rec- 
ommended the return to her home. 

A telephone méssage_ tor the Post- 
Dispatch from §Ste. Genevieve said 
that young Ten Broek, who had failed 
in his quest of a license at several 
county seats near St. Louis, called 
at the license clerk’s office there 
Monday morning, almost as soon. as 
the office was open. 

Clerk Huck, who was requested by 
the elder Ten Broek last week not to’ 
issue a license, told the youth that his 
parents’ consent would be required. “‘‘I 
can bring my mother,’”’ the young man 
replied. 

Demands Father’s Consent. 

The clerk’s rejoinder was that the 
father must give his consent before a 
license would be issued. Ten Broek then 
went back to the hotel, and told the 
waiting family conference | of the fail- 
ure. 

Pastor Evans of the Methodist Church 
at Festus would have performed the 
ceremony if the license had been ob- 
iained. Arrangements had been made 
with him by telephone. 

The Rubelmanns are Catholics, but 
the young woman and her mother agreed 
to Mrs. Ten Broek’s demand that a 
Protestant minister should be chosen 
for the ceremony, though they said they 
wished a priest of their own church to 
perferm a second ceremony. 

iss Rubelmann told a Post-Dispatch 
correspondent that she and her fiance 
would not give up, and that her mother 
would remain with her untfl they should 
succeed in getting married.

Board Completes New List of 
7844 Judges and Aids, Allows 
5 Days for Objections. 


EVERYONE MUST REGISTER 


All Who Expect to Vote This, 


Fall Must Go to Polls Sep- 
tember 16, 17, 18 or 19. 


The voters of St. Louis have five 
days in which to file any complaints 
against 2844 judges and clerks of elec- 
tién appointed by the Board of Blec- 
tion Commi{Ssioners tO séefve two years. 
The board will meet Saturday, to hear 
evidence on complaints filed. The of- 
fidals who are approved will then be 
given their commissions and their ap- 
pointment will be final. 

The commissioners have worked daily 
and on Sundays for six weeks to com- 
plete the list of officials who will serve 
in*the 474. precincts for the next two 


' years. Théy are anxfdus for the voters 


to express their approval or disapprov- 
al of those appointed so that fair elec- 
tions ce be had in St. Louis. 


Practice Dropped. 
The sebiiontion of the names of the 


judges and clerks appointed was made 
Monday, in one Democratic and one Re- 
sublican newspaper, as required by law, 
at a cost of approximately $1000. The 
reappointment of the officials and pub- 
lication of the names is required once 
each two years. 

In former years the recommendation 
of*a ward politician usually served to 
hayé an applicatn’s name placed on the 
list as a judge or clerk. This practice 
has been éliminated and a rigid exam- 
ination of each applicant was made be- 
fore the Dlection Commissioners ap- 
proved the appointment. The prospec- 
tive officials answered 16 questions 
which practically covered their lives 
and political faith before being placed 
on the eligible list. 

Formal Notification. 

‘Many judges and. clerks were turned 
down becayse of unfitness. Others were 
not placed on the lists bécause more 
applied than is allowed by law in the 
various precincts. Most of the old of- 
ficlals who have provén their ability 
and integrity in election matters have 
been retained. Some were dropped in 
the reapportionment of the precincts. 

The publication of the list is formal 
fietification to véters of the officials 
Who will serve in each precinct, and 
also is an informal notice to the judges 
and elerks-of their appointment. Those 
finally accépted will be excused from 


- sate ‘duty for four years provided they 


serve’ their full term of two years .as 
election officials. 
4 General Registration. 

Many .of the appointees were drafted 
and will be compelled to serve. The law 
makes it mandatory on an appointee 
to act at elections and registrations, 
ang compels employers to allow their 
employes to serve There is no ex- 
emption, and a fine or jail sentence is 
the penalty if an official fails to serve 
or an employer objects to such service. 

The first official duty of the newly 
appointed officials will be to serve at 
the general registration, Sept. 16, 17, 18 
and 19. The polls in every precinct will 
be open. from 8 a. m. to 9 p. m. on 
those days. All former registrations 
are void. Everyone who expects to vote 
at the coming national, state and city 
election in November must register on 
the September dates or lose his right 
to cast his ballot.

HERE are tens of thousands—yes,

. There are women working for the 
election of Woodrow Wilson, William 
Taft and Theodore Rodsevelt. 

I am doing.all in my power to bring 

around the election of Woodrow Wilson 
and a Demoeratic Congress and a Dem- 
ocratic Senate. 
Mr. Roosevelt has extended his hand 
to the women and declares that he 
wants them to have the ballot. There 
is no more chance of Mr. Roosevelt be- 
ing elected President than there is of 
myself being elected. It is utterly im- 
possible for Mr. Taft to be re-élected. 

We who are working for and favor 
the election of Woodrow Wilson are 
actually prejudiced in his favor. We 
know the man and what he stands for.

Wilson Sentiment Overwhelming. 

The average man or woman who stops 
to consider the situation in the United 
States today could not help. but see 
that public sentiment is so overwheim- 
ing in favor of Woodrow Wilson that 
his defeat can only be accomplished by 
&n unheard-of miracle. 

I do not claim to be a practical poll- 
ticlan. We women have yet to learn 
some of the alleged finer principles of 
the various political parties. 

I do not expect all women to be 
Democrats or Republicans. We are go- 
ing to disagree over principles and par- 
ties just the same as the men have dis- 
agreed since the ballot came,into exis- 
tence.

Going back to the department store in 
the New England town where we saw 
the “Real Irish Dimity”’ madé in New 
England, we find other striking, though 
not unusual, examples of the “imported” 
fraud. Prominently displayed in the 
cotton goods dep&irtment was a coun- 
ter with this placard:

The entire display was of domesti¢ 
vrigin. Tracing the goods’. back 
through the various factors I found 
they were made in New Bedford, 
Mass., finished in one of the several 
large public finishing plants and were 
not sold to the wholesale trade as 
“IMPORTED,” but on their merits as 
American-made _ fabrics. Yet - here 
they were labeled “IMPORTED,” 
and bargain hunters were scrambling 
to buy them on this particular day in 
the week as a “special” at 27 cents a 
yard as against 39 cents, which they 
had brought all season. 

If there was not an exorbitant duty 

on silk stripe voile the housewife 
would not long be deluded. She 
would be able to learn that in Eng- 
land the same quality of goods can 
be bought retail for 22 cents. Ship- 
ping charges and a reasonable duty 
would permit the importation and 
sale of this material at 29 cents re- 
tail. The present duty of 60 to 100 
per cent practically prohibits !mpor- 
tation.

They were all being 
sold at IMPORTED prices, but Uncle 
Sam was not getting one penny of 
tariff tax on them. The tariff tax was 
going into the pockets of the manu- 
facturer and jobber and retailer in 
more or less even proportion. Some- 
times one, sometimes all of the fac- 
tors In manufacture and distribution 
}load their prices with excess profits | 
because the tariff law lets them “get 
away with it.” 

Simptest Tariff Lesson. 


How? Simple as a The 
tariff, for example, on “Scotch” ging- 
ham ( a trade name) ig 41. 98 per cent. 
“That is, for every dollar’s worth of 
this cloth imported into the United 
States the Government collects a duty 
or tax of 41.98 cents. With the duty 
so high, importation is almost alto- 
gether prohibited and necle Sam 
profits little from this taxation. But 
so long ag the tariff prohibits impor- 
tation and competition from abroad 
somebody in the business ac 
turer, wholesaler or retailer—is going 
to make the American consumer pay 
almost or quite as much as the really 
imported goodg would cost after pay- 
ing the duty, 


Often the consumer believes he is buy- 
ing an imported article when there is 
no actual attempt at deception. Trade 
names assist the dealer who is willing 
to mislead his customers. 

“Scotch gingham” no longer means 
that it was made in Scotland; it is a 
trade designation, of a particular fabri.. 

“English longcloth,” represented by 
sample No. 16 of the Tariff Board, is 
not necessarily made in England, yer 
the uninitiated purchaser naturally 
supposes any ‘“‘English longcloth” - 
imported, 

‘India linon” is not linen, but cot- 
ton, and does not come from India. 

“Persian lawn’ doesn’t come from 
Persia. . 

We are met frequently by the state- 
ment that conipetition within the coun- 
try will keep: prices down, but the Tar- 
iff Board's investigations have prove 
that this is not always the case. The 
board’s findings, dissected and ana- 
lyzed, prove that the manufacturer does 
not always reap the exorbitant profits 
guaranteed by excessive duties. But the 
board fails to explain why it is that 
the consumer still has to pay exorbi- 
tant prices when there is only a slight 
difference or no difference at all be- 
tween the cost of production at home 
and abroad and when the American 
manufacturer does not make excessive 
profits. 


Industry Made to Suffer. 

It must be admitted that a consider- 
able group of specially favored manu- 
facturers do make enormous profit, and 
they usually are found among the heavy 
contributors to campaign funds and: 
among the financial backers of such or- 
ganizations as the American Protective 
Tariff League—the real “citadel of pro- 
tection.’’ For their sins the whole cotton 
industry has suffered and is suffering. 
The excessive protection secured for 
them sets an example for tariff grafting 
all along the line. Where the manufac- 
turer does not take advantage of it, 
on account of competition, the distrib- 
uter usually does. The most common 
way of collecting an unfair profit is 
through the “IMPORTED” placard on 
domestic goods. It is well known among 
dry goods buyers that certain domestic 
manufacturers offer their goods as “‘IM- 
PORTED” at regular intervals, and 
that some will connive with the dishon- 
est distributer to further their pretense. 
Other manufacturers pride themselves 
on being able to turn out fabrics that 
will pass undetected as ‘Foreign,’ thus 
securing a higher price. 

It is thus seen that the American sys- 
tem of distribution in the cotton indus- 
try is interlocked with the tariff, and 
that there can be no “‘scientific’’ basis 
for revision without a complete survey 
of the field of distribution. This end of 
the industry the Tariff Board neglected. 

While the Tariff Board’s report ad- 
mits the fact, long known but long de- 
nied, that our cost of production on the 
average is no higher than England's, 
the board failed to turn the light on the 
false basis of distribution that has been 
fostered by the tariff wall. 


Plea for Pure Fabric Law. 

The facts disclosed by any fair sur- 
vey of this field point to the urgent 
need in America for a pure-fabric law 
on the order of that in force in En- 
gland and, still more strictly, in Ger- 
many. 

The tariff law at present compels 
the marking of foreign goods when 
they are brought through the custom 
house4into this country, so that it is 
not uncommon to see stamped on 
goods “Made in Germany” or “Made 
in France,” but there is no law pro- 
hibiting the distributor from wmis- 
marking American-made goods and 
calling them foreign-made. There 
should be such a law, and within a 
short time after its enactment the 
American people would realize that 
we manufacture in this country 


everything in cotton goods which can 
be made in England or elsewhere. A 


far higher standard would be estab- 
lished for American-made goods at 
home, conditions would gradually be 
reversed abroad and the demand for 
American-made goods would be in- 
creased; our consular service would 
be improved, and trained men as part 
ef the Government would be seeking 
to aid exportation of our products, 
thereby bringing greater stability to 
the home market.

Daughter Has Pictures Taken Se- 
cretly and They Surprise 
Monarch on Birthday. 


HE “LIVES “SIMPLE . LIFE 


Rises at 4 A, M., Shaves Himself 
and Invariably Retires at 
$8 O'Clock. 


AISCHL, Uppér. Austria, Aug. 19.—Em- 
Pperor Francis -Joseph’s eighty-second 
birthday brought the whole imperial 
family. together yesterday at the villa 
here.. A novel part of’ the celebration 
Was a moving picture exhibition special- 
ly prepared. Not long ago the Emperor 
remarked that he was growing old. To 
show “how young and active he really 
is,” hig elder daughter, Archduchess 
Gisel, had him secretly cinematographed 
the other day while he was hunting 
chamois on the mountain near his fa- 
vorite hunting grounds, near the chateau 
and the pictures then taken were repro- 
duced before the assembled imperial 
company, greatly to the Emperor’s sur- 
prise. At a state banquet Archduchess 
Gisel’s husband, Prince Leopold of Ba- 
varia, toasted the Emperor, who re- 
sponded briefly. Each guest received as 
a souvenir a silver statuette of His 
Majesty. 

The Emperor, who is in good health, 
has received numerous congratulations 
by telegraph from crowned heads and 
others. His birthday has been celebrat- 
ed with enthusiasm throughout the em- 
pire. 


Rarely Appears in Public. 


The Emperor of Austria rarely ap- 
pears in public nowadays. But those 
who are privileged: to seé him frequent- 
ly are surprised to find him stalwart 
and hearty. He is filled with the desire 
to do his duty in every way, to give 
sympathy where sympathy is due, 
and, a very rare quality in persons of 
his age, wholly unselfish. 

But what interests the general public 
most of alf is perhaps the secret of his 
perfect health on the threshold of 
83%. This he owe# in a great measure 
to himself. Never was a man less given 
to dissipation of any kind than this ven- 
erated Prince, who has occupied the 
throne of his fathers more than 63 years. 
The strict rules laid down by his moth- 
er, Archduchess Sophie, still are re- 
spected by him. Duty is paramount 
with him and is daily attended to before 
everything else, at the sacrifice of ease 
and comfort. 

He has adhered all his life long to 
the rule of his mother, that boys, in 
order to have plenty of time before 
them for work, exercise and recrea- 
tion, must rise with the sun, and re- 
tire to rest when it gets dark. Most 
people refuse to believe that the Em- 
peror has all his life been awakened 
by his valet at 4 a. m.; yet it is a fact 
to this day. The Emperor sleeps in a 
narrow campbed, which forms part of 
the bedroom furniture of every place 
where he resides during different parts 
of the year. The fittings and linen are 
taken along with the rést of the lug- 
gage. When the valet enters the bed- 
room the Emperor is wide awake in a 
moment, ready to rise and refresh him- 
self by a cold wash. The Emperor in- 
sists upon shaving himeelf. 

Both his daughters have repeatedly 
begged him to allow his hairdresser 
to perform this duty, fearing perhaps 
that, as he grows older, his. hands 
might tremble, a danger all the more 
to be apprehended because the Emperor 
will not use a safety razor, but to no 
avail. 

Enjoys Cold Shower Bath. 

Then his body physician, Dr. Kerzl, 
appears with the “Masseur,” Herr 
Koch, who was thoroughly trained be- 
fore he was allowed to bathe and mas- 
sage the Emperor, who, notwithstand- 
ing his great age,: still enjoys his cold 
showerbath, summer and winter. Next 
the Emperor dresses without any help, 
be his uniform always. All the aid the

EMPEROR JOSEPH 
Sf AUSTRIA 


Emperor sits down to what he calls his 
“English breakfast.’’ 

A cup of tea and a slice of ham with 
a boiled egg is the morning meal, which 
the Emperor can with. difficulty be pre- 
vailed upon to take. Until a few years 
ago he insisted upon taking his cup of 
strong coffee with a big roll, just as 
he was in the habit of taking it with his 
brothers at his mother’s breakfast table. 
He is rather fond of a plateful of hig 
strawberries. After breakfast the Em- 
peror takes.an hour’s exercise in all 
weathers, and if possible in his militarv 
blouse without a cloak. The marvel is 
that the Emperor is so much accus- 
tomed to solitude that he prefers walk- 
ing alone, even when his daughters are 
with him in Ischl during his holiday. 

At 8 a. m. his work begins. His sec- 
rétaries for military and civil affairs 
are waiting to be admitted to his pres- 
ence, in evening dress always, even 
among the mountains of Tyrol. No- 
body can be more attentive or conscien- 
tious than the Emperor when at work. 
Before he takes a pen to put his signa- 
ture to a document he goes through 
the matter three times to be quite sure 
that his decision is right and just. 
Twice a week and oftener his ministers 
come to Ischl to confer upon some im- 
portant subject. He often confers with 
them in the morning and afternoon, 
and in this case the Emperor sacrifices 
his walk, ride or drive to business. The 
dinner hour in Ischl is 2:30 o’clock and 
Dr. Kerzl often reminds the household 
that this is really the only meal of 
which the Emperor partakes heartily. 

Likeg Cucumber Salad. 

The Emperor loves the simple viands 
of the Vienna ‘“‘Burgerliche Kuche’” bet- 
ter than all the refined dishes of the 
“Frénch cuisine.’’ There is nothing he 
prefers to a slice of tender boiled beef 
with cucumber salad. His gardeners 
know this and grow the most delicious 
French cucumbers imperial 
table. 

Among the people who go to Ischl 
when the Emperor takes his holiday 
there is an old man who has long en- 
joyed a pension, but regards it as his 
special privilege that he: may clean the 
knives used by the kmperor. He sits 
over them hours and hours, polishing 
them with cork and some fine powder 
until they look as if they had just come 
from the cutler’s. Many years ago the 
Emperor once objected to a knife that 
was not weli polished, and care was 
taken that he should never have cause 
to complain again. 

The attendants, by observing the Em- 
peror closely, discovered why he at- 
tached importance to a matter so small, 
a thing not usual with him. He never 
looks into a mirror, thinking such van- 
ity unworthy of a man, but he likes 
to assure himself that his hair and 
beard are all right and that he is well 
shaved. He looks at himself in the 
bright blade of his dinner knife. 

Glass of Beer With Dinner, 

A glass of Munich beer is all the Em- 
peror drinks with his dinner. When the 
Emperor rides through the park and 
forests of Ischl he mounts the we st ig 
an English double pony. The summer 
Buests at Ischl are very proud of the 
Emperor’s prowess on horseback at the 
age of 82, and they wait in hundreds 
tor his return, when they know that 
he is out riding. When he goes out 
shooting, as he has done several -times 
this season, the prettiest young wom- 
en are appointed to see him pass on 
his way and wish him luck, and all 
old women are requested to stay home 
until he has passed. He is supposed to. 
be as superstitious as all real sports- 
men. 

On his return from his walk or drive, 
the Emperor reads his hewspaper, the 
Fremdenblatt, and when a supper is 
served, which explains his sound and 
healthy sleep, it is a big glass of sour 
milk and a piece of bread and butter. 
Very rarely he asks for a slice of ham 
to add to it. At 8 o’clock the Emperor 
invariably goes to rest.

The reports take up the charge that 
a@ certain circular unfavorable to the 
sale of EvergladeS lands was suppressed 
in the Department. of Agriculture 
through influence of real estate opera- 
tors; the question of relations between 
Assistant Secretary Hays of the depart- 
ment and J. O.' Wright, a former Gov- 
ernment employe in a land project at 
Lake Mattamuskeet, N. C., and the dis- 
missal of C. G. Elliott and A. D. More- 
house from the drainage division of the 
department, on technical charges in- 
volving the transfer of Government 
funds from one account to another. 

Wilson Escapes Censure. 

Secretary Wilson escaped personal ar- 
reignment at the hands of the majority 
in the findings. The department’s po!- 
icy toward the Everglades was charac- 
terized as vacillating, ‘“‘most unfort:- 
nate’ and having subjected the depar't- 
ment to much suspicion and criticism. 
The minority report, signed by Repre- 
sentative Sloan of Nebraska, who said 
his views were approved by Represen- 
tatives Higgins and Madden, held that 
Secretary Wilson had acted within his 
legal discretion. 

Hays was condemned by the majority 
for his relations with Wright in the 
‘North Carolina project, while the mi- 
rority held his interest was not one for 
profit, but only his well-known interest 
in development of rural community life. 

Both majority and minority agrecd 
that the.dismissal of Elliott and More- 
house on technical charges was “over 
discipline.”’ 

The Everglades investigation arose 
through the charges that certain re- 
ports prepared by Government engineers 
had been withheld from _ publication, 
with the inference that such action was 
in the interest of land dealers. 

Assistant Secretary Hays’ connection 
with the case arose through a private 
arrangement he made with J. O..Wright, 
former drainage engineer, for, the 
handling of some drained ltland in North 
Carolina, which did not belong to the 
Government. 

The majority report cited Wright’s ad- 
missions of his familiarity with real 
estate promoters and of accepting de- 
velopment company stock and fees when 
engaged officially in making surveys to 
reclaim land. It declared that while 
thus engaged as a paid salesman and 
an interested purchaser he appeared be- 
fore the North Carolina Legislature as 
an official of the Department of Agri- 
culture, ostensibly to advise in the fram- 
ing of drainage legislation. He later 
boasted, the report, said, of causing the 
passage of a special statute there under 
which he was enabled to close a deal. 

Would Justify Dismissal. 

His transactions were denounced by 
the majority as repugnant to a high 
sense of honor and integrity, which 
would justify dismissal, if he were still 
in the Government service. 

The majority report cited testimony 
regarding frequent conferences of Hays 
and Wright, who has since become 
State drainage engineer of Florida, con- 
cerning the purchase and sale at a profit 
of the bed of Lake Mattamuskee, N. C. 
Wright, the majority declared, did not 
seem to realize the impropriety of his 
own conduct. In view of his confidential 
relations with Hays the majority “founda 
it difficult to escape the conviction that 
Mr. Hays was in full possession of the 
facts relative to Wright’s deals and 
transactions when they were being -e- 
gotiated,’”’ and that Hays should have 
condemned them rather than to have 
encouraged them. 

There was no evidence, however, that 
Hays actually received any money orof- 
its out of any of these transactions. 
Hays’ office, said the majority, should 
be free from all connection with “spec: 
ulative enterprises and get-rich-quick 
schemes.”’ 

“It is useless,’’ the majority added, 
“to frame regulations for the Govern- 
ment of employes, many of whom work 
for low salaries, and permit those in 
high position to despise al] restraint 
This is particularly true when the of- 
fense is to capitalize official position 
and collect dividends from official op- 
portunity. Your committee has no au- 
thority to deal further with this matter. 
It calls the particular attention of Sec- 
retary Wilson to the record.”

Whose country is it? That is the question of 
this campaign, reduéed to simple form. Whose 
country is it? Whose country shall it be—the 
country of Privilege or the country of the peo- 
ple broadly? 

We, the people, are accustomed to think of it

of it in the terms of possession. The citizen has 
felt that he had a share in the title, “a stake 
in the country,” a part in the enterprise and 
a voice in its direction.

Control of the actual conditions of living in 
this country belongs to the common owners, the 
people. Such control is the principal advantage 
if not the whole purpose of ownership. se ig a 
mighty truth that control of some of the 
most intimate and vital conditions of exist- 
ence, of livelihood and the pursuit of happiz< 
ness in the United States has passed. from the 
hands of the many into the hands of a few. 

The transfer has been accomplished through a 
government manipulated by a confederacy of 
great corporations, The-monster sleight-of-hand 
has been performed without change in the or- 
ganic laws, but by means of special laws. These 
legislative dispensations, privileges and protec- 
ticns on the one side and on the other side the 
campaign contributions and general financial 
Tuaintenance which are the consideration. for 
them form the substance of the corrupt contract 
between the -privileged interests and the party 
in power. The arrangement, its operation and 
results are simple, conceded and understood by 
the large body of citizens. 

For 16 years our expertence has bitterly edu- 
cated us to the oppression, extortion, injustice 
and cruelty of the working agreement. . Yet few 
men have stopped to consider the direct effect 
upon the status of the American citizen which 
the era of McKinley, Roosevelt and Taft has 
produced.

Roosevelt under whose seven years of admin- 
istration the league between government and 
privilege was cemented, and under whose virtual 
protection the size and power of the trusts in- 
creased tenfold, offers further to facilitate and 
expedite the delivery of the country, its resources, 
its industrial power and its very citizenship into 
the keeping of the trusts. 

Mr. Taft offers further to serve and protect 
them in his familiar capacity as stand-patter. 

Woodrow Wilson summons the citizenship of 

the nation to a common council and invites its 
aid in breaking up the corrup? alliance, and re- 
storing government to its rightful owners. Wil- 
son’s offer is by no means impossible or even 
unique. Jefferson destroyed a similar partner- 
ship of Federalism and a property class. Jack- 
son swept away a partnership between govern- 
ment and finance. Lincoln wiped out another 
similar bond of interest and power. The result 
may be accomplished now bloodlessly, quietly, 
and good-naturedly.

Best Training for Soldier. 
To the Editor of the Post-D1spatch. 

The controversy in regard to the merits of the 
city boy soldier and the country boy soldier will 
probably never be settled for the simple reason 
that too many circumstances figure in the case. 
I served five years in the United States army in 
New Mexico and Arizona, two years of which were 
actual field service. We marched over burning 
plains in summer and through snow-clad moun- 
tains in winter. In our company were men from 
farm and city, from foreign countries, and from 
all walks in life. My observations and experiences 
lead to the following conclusions: 

City boys learned to drill more quickly and 
made a better appearance; learned the rules, reg- 
ulations and tactics more readily; adapted them- 
se'ves to garrison life more quickly, and became 
less déspondent than country boys. In the field, 
however, the country boy was generaHy more re- 
soufceful, more enduring, and-usud@y complained 
less of the hardships. Indéed, what appeared a 
terrible hardbhip to the city boy was often mere 
play to the husky country led. 

To sum up the matter, I think that& young fel- 
low who is born and reared on a farm and then 
liyes a few years in the city makes the best all- 
round soldier. In fact such a man ‘usually has so 
many good qualities that he makes not only a bet- 
ter soldier, but a better ¢itigen than one who has 
not had this double training.

NEW. YORK, Aug. 19.—‘‘Joe Jean- 
ette is a tough fighting proposition. ('m 
not afraid to face him in a ring, but I 
would much rather fight Sam Langford 
or Sam McVey.” 

In those words Jack Johnson gave iis 
Opinion of Jeanette’s fighting ability. 
Freely and without mincing his words, 
he told Jess McMahon, the manager of 
the St. Nicholas A. C., just what he 
thought of the proposed match with 
Jeanette. McMahon had made the trip 
to Chicago to obtain Johnson's consent 
to a match, and it was while they were 
dickering over the money end that the 
champion fighter gave his views regard- 
ing Jeanette’s pugilistic quality. 

“Tt’s because I regard Jeanette as tne 
next best fighter to myself in the world 
that I'm sticking out for $30,000," con- 
tinued Johnson. “He is a tough man— 
the hardest scrapper in this or any 
other country to defeat. If you knock 
down most fighters you have them 
practically whipped. Not so with Jean- 
otte. You can knock him down time :ind 
again and he keeps coming up for more. 
Friends of mine who saw him fight 
Langford in Madison Square Garden 
say that he trimmed Sam plenty and 
then some. That is why I say I'd rath- 
er meet Langford or McVey than Jean- 
ette. 

McMahon had a hard time signing John- 
sen. Jess was with the champion. constantly 
from 9 a: m. till 3 p. m. on Wednesday before 
we obtained the champion’s signature to fight 
Jeanette. Johnson held out for $30,000, Mc- 
Mahon said. ‘‘I’d willingly give you $30,- 
000, Jack, if the clubhouse was able to hold 
the crowd. But it will only hold 5000 and I 
can’t give you more than $25,000.’’
